Assessment  Materials  With  Potential  Use 
for  Visually  Handicapped  Students.

During  the  1977-78  school  year,  a  group  of  teachers  of  the  visually  handicapped 
in  Northern  California  agreed  to  form  an  ad  hoc  committee.    The  motivation  was 
provided  by  implementation  of  PL  94-142  and  the  implications  for  more  and  better 
assessment  of  visually  handicapped  students.    Membership  on  this  committee  was 
"floating",  with  various  people  joining  us  for  one  or  more  meetings.-    Two  visi- 
tors from  Edmonton,  Alberta  joined  us  for  one  meeting,  as  did  one  person  from 
Texas.    Representatives  from  the  California  State  Qdpartment  of  Education  took 
an  active  role  in  our  meetings. 

We  decided  early  in  our  first  meeting  that  a  matrix  of  potentially  useful 
assessment  materials  was  needed  by  us  -  perhaps  no  one  else  feels  such  a  need, 
but  we  did.    The  attached  matrix  is  the  result  of  the  coordinated  efforts  of 
our  entire  committee.    Ve  do  not  suggest  that  every  test  included  in  the  matrix 
has  been  successfully  used  with  visually  handicapped  students.  Nor  do  we  suggest 
that  this  is  an  all-inclusive  list.    We  have  learned,  as  we  developed  this  matrix, 
that  similar  efforts  are  going  on  throughout  the  country.     So  watch  out,  teachers 
of  the  visually  handicappedl  I    You  are.  about  to  be  hit  with  a  bunch  of  matrices. « 

For  our  purposes,  this  is  a  beginning.    We  are  encouraging  teachers  in  California 
to  use  this  matrix    and  report  back  to  us  on  their  results.     If  an  assessment 
took  on  this  list  is  tried  and  doesn't  work,  we  want  to  know  why.     If  something 
consistently  doesn't  work,  we'll  take  it  off  the  matrix.     If  something  works 
only  for  specific  populations,  we'll  add  that  information  to  our  matrix. wnen 
appropriate.     So  this  will  be  a  constantly  changing  document.     We  expect  to 
publish  a  "second  edition"  in  May,  1979. 

Attached  to  this  matrix  are  five  additional  sets  of  material  which  various 
members  of  our  committee  compiled.    They  match  the  five  instructional  areas  on 
an  lEP.    At  this  time,  we  think  these  may  be  the  best  assessment  materials  for 
each  area.    But  we're  not  sure. 

We  welcome  input  from  anyone.    If  you  think  we're  developing  something  of  some 
value,  please  help  us  refine  it.  ^ 

We  express  our  gratitude  to  Michelle  Chabot,  teacher  of  the  Visually  handicapped 
in  Santee,  California.     Her  help  and  encouragement  were  much  appreciated.  And 
her  work  on  Project  HAPI  for  San  Diego  County  Schools  provided  was  a  great  help. 

During  the  1978-79  school  year,  our  committee  is  considering  the  obvious  next 
step  -  curriculum  development.
